REFUNDING THE DER. 


SECRETARY SHRRMAN’S REPLY TO AN INQUIRY 
OF THE SENATE. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 27.—The Senate 
to-day received from the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury a response to Mr. Saulsbury’s resolution of 
the 24th of Janury last, ¢alling for detailed in- 
formation as to the commissions paid for serv- 
ices in negotiating or retünding United States 
bonds, from the year 1862 until the present 
time, together with spetitic information con- 
cerning alleged payments of double interest ” 
and in regard to money received by banks and 
syndicates for bonds sold by them being allowed 
to remain on deposit with National banks pend- 
ing calls for bonds, etc, Secretary Sherman 
says: 

In reply, I have to state that immediately 


upon the receipt of the resolution steps were 


taken with a view of presenting fully and in de- 
tail the information called for. It was ascer- 
tained, however, that in compliance with the 
House resolutions the Treasury Department had 
already furnished in April, 1868, and April, 
1874, part of the information sought, as will be 
seen by reference to House Executive Docu- 
ments No. 265, Fortieth Congress, and No. 207, 
Forty-third Congress. Sitce the Ist of January 
last, refunding of 6 per cent bonds into 4 per 
cents has been of such vuoprecedented magni- 
tude as to require the unremitting attention un- 
til late at nicht of every clerk in the Depart- 
ment familiar with such ditits,-aud have aiso 
required a transirr to these duties of many ex- 
perienced clerks from other bureaus; and, 
cdnsequentiy, there has been some de- 
lay io preparing the information desired. 
l' send herewith a statement showing the 
accounts with the several National 
depositories trom wich Will appear at a glance 
the time which each bank held its deposits be- 
fore transferring them to the Sub- Ireasurers' 
offices. These moveys were at all times amply 
secured by deposits or United States bonds with 
the Department, and were subject at al! times 
to the draftof the Unitéd States Treasurer. 
No moneys have been transferred from the 
Treasury to the bank. 

It snould be stated, however, that in the 
majority of instances the eredit given by the 
Treasurer of the United States for moncys 
trunsferred to his own office consists of tue 
proceeds of called bonds delivered by the banks 
in payment of their subscriptious. Several 
days before the credits appear, time being re- 
quired to examine the bonds and to adjust the 
interest thereon, a statement is given showing 
iu detail the commission allowed on the sale of 
faur ver cent bonds made by pooular subscrip- 
tion to the Ist inst. In addition to these com- 
missions there have been paid contracting par- 
ties commissions is amount and on conditions 
ag hereivafter stated.“ 

The Becretary then proceeded to state that 
Messrs. Von Hoffman Co., of New York, in 
June, 1878, received a commission of one-quarter 
of 1 per cent on a subscription of $5,000,000 of 
new 5 per cent bonds, and that Kuhn. Loeb & 
Co. received a like commission on $1,000,000. 
He next refers to the annual Treasury report of 
1874 for the terms and conditions of the contract 
made ig that year by Secretary Bristow with the 
Belmont-Rothschild-Seligman syndicate for the 
negotiation of the 5 per cent bonds. He says: 

In substance, it may be stated that the con- 
tracting parties paid fur the bonds, par and ac- 
crued interest, to the date of the maturity of 
each call, and received a commission of one- 
quarter of 1 ver cent on the amount of the 
sules, from which were to be paid the expenses 
incurred in sending the bonds to London and in 
transmitting from there to the Treasury the 
called ponds and coupons received in pay- 
ment, leaving one-iourth of 1 per cent 
at the disposal of the Department from 
which to pay for preparing the bonds and othet 
charges incidental thereto. At the time this 
contract was made the 5 per cent bonds of the 
kind contracted for were seiling in small lots 
iu the open market at a price somewhat above 
par in coin, exclusive of the accrued interest, 
and this increased value Of the bonds enabled 
the Department to obtain somewhat better 
terms thao those of previous contracts. ‘he 
amount sold under this contract was $45,000,000, 
on which the contracting parties received a com- 
missiou, as stipulated, of one-fourth of 1 per 
cent.“ 

Secretary Sherman next recites the contract 
in January, 1875, with the same parties, and 
Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & Co., of New ‘York, 
and J. 8. Morgan & Co., of London, added to 
the Syndicate. The conditions of the previous 
contracts were so modified) that these cortract- 
ing parties received a compensation of one-half 
of ver cent on $122,682,550 of bonds sold for 
réfunding purposes, and I per cent on 815.215. 
500 of bonds sold for the purpose of carrving 
into effect the third section of the act of Jan. 
14, 1875, from which compensation they de- 
frayed all expenses conndcted with the issue, 
including expenses oi preparing the bonds.

Omana, Neb., March 31.— The formal council 
with the band of Ponca ludians now bere was 
held this morning by Gen. Crook in the pres- 
ence of several otficers and nine Indians. 
stunding Bear, the Chief, was dressed in a red 
blanket with a necklace of bear’s claws and a 
broad bib of beads. The other Indians were in 
citizens’ clothes. Standing Bear said: 

‘FRIENDS AND Brotners: The Almighty 
created us [ndians. We are as He made us. 
The Almighty has given to the whites a book 
to read, and thev have plenty of things to work 
with. The Indian has no book. He cannot 
read. Here is why [ am weak and you 
are strong. 1 never see a book 
or paper of any kind, but 1 think it is a good 
thing, to let you know all that is going on iu the 
world. | want my children to live to read. I 
want them to goto school. My triends, a great 
while ago we came from the great water, tou, iu 
the East. 

WE KEPT COMING, COMING. COMING 
West until we got to Dakota. I made a good 
living there. Then, since, power took bold of 
me as by the arm and made me to stand up, and 
told me to go South. They took us to a very 
bad place. They took our plows and all our 
farming utensils, and locked them up. I have 
never seen them since. After | go to the Terri- 
tory, [ went to see the Great Father at Wash- 
ingtov. Wheu I went into the office he took me 
by the hand. I sid tothe Great Father: ‘My 
people are much wronged, and I hope you wili 
do something for me.

He told me to go and see if I could fund some 
good layd near where we then were. I went 
back.

ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-SEVEN OF OUR PEO-

A few days passed by, and an inspector came 
from Washington. I told him I would like to 
move back to my old home,—that he saw we 
were in a dreadful place. He answered in this 
way: I will do all 1 can. I will try what 1 
can do for you.“ He did not say he could do 
anything, but he would go back to Washington 
and teil them what a bad place it was. But I 
was like one in haste. i wanted to save the 
lives of my people.“ 
STANDING BEAR 

asked permission to speak to the officers pres- 
ent, which was granted: 

Mr FRIENDS AND Brotrugrs: I am now 
with the soldiers and officers. I want to go 
back to my old place norih. I want to save 
myself and mv tribe. My brothers, it seems tu 
me as if I stood in front of a great prairie fire. 
I wouid take up my babies and run to save their 
lives; or as if I stood on the brink of an over- 
flowing river, and would take my people anc fly 
to higher ground. Oh, my brothers, the Almighty 
looks down on me and knows what 1 
am, and knows my words. May the Almighty 
send a good spirit to brood over you, ny broth- 
ers, to move you to help me. If a white man 
had land, and some one should swindle bim, 
that man would try to get it back, and vou 
would not blame him. Look on me. Take 
pity on me, and help me to save the lives of 
the women and children. My brothers, power 
which 1 can’t resist crowds me down to the 
ground. I need help. I have done.“ 

BUFFALO CHIPS. 

Following is Buffalo Chips’ speech: 

In the start I knew nothing of what was go- 
ingon. I was holding the handles of my plow. 
I nad a horse. I built a good stable. 1 raised 
cattle and hogs, and all kinds of stock.

SAD ACCIDENT. 
Specrail Dispatch to The Tribune. 
WaLKESBARRE, Pa., March 31.— If there bea 
man so kind to me, will he shoot me in the 


agony, the victim of an actident on the 
Valley Railroad today. The Buffalo 
Western Express train from Philadelphia and 
New York, due at this city at 1:15 a. m., 
left on time. The engineer and fireman bad 
been chauged. The engineer was one of the best 
upon the road, and the engineer, Schillinger, 
one of the oldest employes of the Company, 
had taken his seat at the lever. Henry Steven- 
son, for the past half-dozen years uod the pay- 
roll of the Company, was in the fireman’s seat. 
The signal was given, and the long train, load- 
ed with human freight, started off at a thirty- 
mile run. it was bounding along through. the 
suburbs of the city at the usual even speed when it 
cotered a cut at the northern boundary of the 
city. It has never been considered a particular- 
ly dangerous place, aud no watchman has ever 
been stationed there. The train had proceedéd 
but a few hundred yards into the cut when, as 
the fireman said, the engine began to go up and 
down, and, an instant later, it had waren 
headlong into the right bank of the cut. T 
engine tender doublei over upon top of 
the engine-house, and buried in the ruins were 
the engineer, Nicholas Schillinger, and Heury. 
Stevenson, the fireman. The pipes, filled 
scaluing water and steam, were broken, and 
their contents turned upon the poor unfortu- 
nates lying under the engine. The daggage-car 
of the train aloue left the track, but the sudden- 
ness of the stop produced several severe contu- 
sions and great fricut. Ladies fainted and mea 
were thrown over the backs of seats and 
upon the floor. The voices of the engineer and 
fireman crying piteously for help almost drown- 
ed the noise of the escaping steam, Schillinger 
was a German, and, in his broken accents, be 
pleaded tu be killed, and when he found fis 
apoveals for deliverance’ from his terri- 
bie ‘position unaveiling, be cried like a 
child, till unconsciousness aud death hushed 
his voice. ‘The firenian was lying very close to 
him, but in u more favorable position. The 
willing hands of succor were greatly baffled for 
some time. The escaping steam was 80 dense 
that nothing could be sven around the wreck 
but the fragments, and when assistance did 
come the brave engineer was past all hu- 
man aid. ‘the fireman with great din 
culty Was eXtricated, but died 
evening. Your correspoudent visited the fami- 
hes of the men. Stevenson, before his death, 
lay upon nis bed a agony und praying 
for the end to come. Why was I not killed at 
once and put out of this misery?’ was his oft- 
repeated ejaculation. He said he was com- 
pelled to breathe the furnace flames, while 
ithe steam had so ‘sealded him that 
the flesh hung in shreds upon the uover portion 
of his body. His hands were burned to the 
bone. and ube finger-nails dropped off. Sciil- 
linger, the engineer, was scarcely recogniza- 
ble by his oid comrades. He leaves a wife 
and daughter. Stcveusun had a wife and two 
children.

He Exposes and Denounces the Revo- 
intionary Programme of the 
Democrats, 


And Flings in Their Faces the Repub- 
Gage of Deflance.

WASI No rox, D. C., March 29.— The House 
being in Committee of the Whole on the Army 
Appropriation bill, Mr. Garfield (Rep.), of Ohio, 
took the floor. He commenced his speech by 
referring to the gravity and solemnity of the 
crisis that had now been brought upon the 
country, and declared that the House had to-day 
resolved to enter ubon a revolution against 
the Constitution and the Government; and 
that the consequence of the resolve, if 
persisted in, meant nothing short of subversion 
of the Government. He sketched the point at 
issue between the two Houses at the close of 
the last Congress, dndread from a report of 
one of the Senate Conferees to the effect that 
the Democratic Conferees on the part of the 
House were determined, unless the action of the 
House was concurred in, to refuse making ap- 
propriations to carry on the Government; and 
he also quoted from the speech of Senator Beck 
(another of the Conferees) to the effect that the 
Democracts claimed the richt which the House 
of Commons in England had established after 
two centuries of contest, to say they would not 
grant the money of the people unless ther¢ was 
a redress of grievances. Tliese propositions, 
continued Mr. Garfield, in various forms, More 
or less vehemently, were repeated iu the 
last House, and with that situation of affairs 
the session came near its close. Mie Re- 
publican majority in the Senate and the 
Republican minority in the House exoré¢ssed 
the deepest possible solicitude to avoid the 
catastrophe here threatened. They expressed 
their strongest desire to avoid the danger to the 
country and to its business of ap extra session 
of Congress, and they expressed their willing- 
ness to let go what they considered the least im- 
portant of the propositions,—not asa matter 
of coercion at all, but as a matter of fair adjust- 
ment and compromise, if they could be met 
in the spirit of adjustment on the other bide. 
Unfortunately, no spirit of adjustment appeared 
on the other side to meet their advances. And 
now the new Congress is assembled, and, after 
ten days of deliberation, the House of Répre- 
sentatives has resolved substantially to reaflirm 
the propositions of its predecessor, and on these 
propositions we are met to-day, This is no time 
to enter into all this case. Lam not prepared for 
it myself. But l shall confine myself to the! one 
phase of the issue ptescuted jin this bill, ‘ 

DRAWING THE LINES. 

Mr. Atkins (Dem.), of Tennessee, asked Mr. 
Garfield whether be understood him to state 
that there had been no disposition to compro- 
mise made in the Conference Committee. 

Mr. Garfield. replied that he did not unter- 
take to state what had beeu said in the Conier- 
ence Committee, for he-bad not been a member 
of the Conference.| He had been only stating 
what had been stated on the floor of the House 
and of the Senate. 

Mr. Atkins—Thea I state that a proposition 
was made in the Conference Committee the 
same as the proposition now before the House, 
and which is proposed to be attached to this 


bill. : 

Mr. Garfield—d take it for granted that what 
my friend says is ietly true. 1 know nothing 
to the contrary. The question may be asked 
why we make any special resistance to propost- 
tions which a great many gentlemen have de- 
clared are to be considered of no importance. 
So far as this side is concerned, I desire to 
say this. We recognize you, *gentlemen of 
the other side. as skiliful parliamentariaus ud 
skillful strategists; you have chosen wisely fnd 
adroitiv your line of assault; you have put for- 
ward perhaps the least opjectionable of vour 
measures; but we meet that as one part of 
your programme. We reply to it as an onder 
of battle, and we are as much compelled by the 
logic of the situation to mect you on the skir- 
mish-line as we would be if you were attacking 
the intrenchments themselves. And, therefore, 
on the tnreshold, we desire to plant our case on 
the weneral grounds on which we choose to de- 
fend it. 

FEEBLEST GOVERNMENT ON EARTH. 

Mr. Garfield then went on to refer to what he 
had stated on the last day of the last Congress, 
as to the division of the Government into three 
parts,—the Nation, the Senate, and the People; 
and be said that, looking at the Government as 
a foreigner might look upon it, it micht be gaid 
to be the feeblest Government on the eart@ 
while, looking at it as, American giti 
zens did, it was the michtest Go 
ernment. 
ways in which the Government could be killed, 
and that not by violence. Of course all Govern- 
ments might be overturned by the sword. But 
there were some ways by which this Government 
might be utterly annihilated without the firing 
of a gun. ‘Ihe people might say that they 
would not elect presentatives. That, of 
course, was a vViplent supposition, but 
there was no possible remedy for such a 
condition of things, and, without a House of 
Represeutatives, there could be no support of a 
Government, and, consequentiv, there could be 
no Government. 89 the States might say 
through their Legislatures that they would hot 
élect Senators. Ihe very abstention from 
electing Senators would absolutely destroy 
the Government; and there would be 
uo process compulsion. Or, stp- 
posing that the two Houses were 
assembled in their usual order, and that a bare 
majority of one in either House should firmly 
bind itself together and say that it would vote 
to adjourn at the moment of meeting each dav, 
and would do that for two years in succes- 
sion,—in that se what would happen, and 
what would be ti measure of redress? The 
Government would die. There could not be 
found in the whole range of Judicial or Exevutive 
authority any remedy whatever. ‘The power of a 
member of the House to vote was free, and he 
might vote No“ op every propositigg of that 
kind. It was not go with the Execu The 
Executive had no power to destroy the Govern- 
meut. Le® the Executive travel but one inen 
beyond the line of law, and there was the power 
of impeachment. But, if the electors among 
the people who elected Representatives, or if 
the electors in the State Legislatures who cre- 
ated Senators, or if Senators and Representa- 
tives themselves, abstain from the performance 
of their duty, there Was no remedy. 

WHAT THE CONSTITUTION MEANT. 


At a first view it might seem remarkable, he 
said, that a body of wise men like thage who 
framed the Constitution should have Jett the 
whole side of the fabric of Government open to 
those deadly assaults, but, on another view of 
the case, they were wise. What was their re- 
liance? It was on ithe sovereignty of the 
Nation, on the crowned and anointed sovereign 
to whom all Ameritan citizens owed their 
allegiance. That sovereign was the body of the 
People of the United States, insvired by thrir 
love of country and tiſeir sense of obligation to 
public duty. As the originators of the forces 
that were sent to Congress to do their work, 
they had no need of any coercive authority to 
be laid on them to compel them to do their man- 
ifest duty. Public opinion, the level of that 
mighty ocean from which all hights und 
all depths were measured, was deemed 
a sufficient measure to guard that side 
of the Constitution, and thoge approaches to 
the life of the nation, absolutely from all dan- 
ger, all harm. Upto this hour (he said) our 
sovereign has never failed us. There has never 
been such abstention from the exercise of those 
primary functions of sovercignty as either to 
cripple or endanger’ the Government. And 
now, forthe first time in our history, and I 
will say for the first time in at least two 
centuries in the history of English-speaking 
people, has it been prdpused, or at least insisted 
upon; that these voluntary powers shall be used 
for the destruction of the Government. I want 
it understood that the proposition which I have 
read, and which is the programme announced 
to the American pedple to-day, is, this day, 
that, if we cannot have our way in a certain 
manner, we will destroy the Goverument of 
this country by using the voluntary power, not of 
the people, but of “yo ser against the Gov- 
ernment to destroy it. What is our theory of law! 
itfis free consent. That is the granite founda- 
tion of our whole strueture. Nothing in this

Let us see what the chip is. Do the gentle- 
meu know what they ask when they ask us to 
repealf Who made this law which you now de- 
mand to have repealed in this bill? It was in- 
troduced into the Senate of United States by a 
prominent Democrat from the State of Kentucky 
(Mr. Powell). It was insisted upon in an able 
and elaborate speech by him. It was reported 
against by a Republican Committee in that 
body. It went through days and weeks of de- 
bate in the Senate, and, when it finally came to 
be acted upon in that bddy, this is about the 
way the vote ran: Every Democrat in the Sen- 
ate voted for it, and every Senator who voted 
against it was a Republican. No Democrat 
voted against it, but every Democratic Senator 
voted for it. Who were they? Mr. Hendricks, 
of indiana; Mr. Davis. of Kentucky; Mr. 
Johnson, of Maryland; Mr. McDougal, of Cali- 
fornia; Mr. Powell, of Kentucky; Mr. Richard- 
sop, Of lilinois; and Mr; Sauisbury, of Dela- 
ware. ‘There were fewer Republican Senators 
who voted lor it than there were who voted 
against it. ‘Thitteen Republican Senators voted 
against it, and only ten for it. The bill then 
came over to the House, and was put upon its 
passage here. And how did the vote stand in 
this body? Every Democrat in the House of 
Representatives voted for it,—sixty of them. 
Ihe total number of persons who voted for it in 
the House about 113, and of that number a 
majority were Democrats. The distinguisned 
Spcaker of the House [Saujuel J. Randall} voted 
for it. The distinguished Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means Fernando Wood] 
voted for it, A distinguished mem- 
ber from Ohio, now a Senator, 
from that State [Mr. Pendleton], voted for it. 
Every man of leading name or fame in the Dem- 
ocratic party who was then in the Congress of 
the United States voted for the bill, and not one 
against it. In this House there were but few 
Republicans who voted against it. Iwas ove of 
the few. Thaddeus Stevens voted against it. 
What was the object of the bill at that time? 
It was this: It was alleged by Democrats that 
in those days of war there was interference 
with elections in the Border States. ‘here was 
no charge of any interference in the States where, 
war did not exist. But, lest there might be 
some infraction of the freedom of elections, a 
large number of Republicans in Congress were 
unwilling to give any appearance whatever of 
interfering with the freegom ol elections, and 
voted against this law, as an expression of their 
purpose that the army should not be improperly 
used in and about any election. 

Mr. Carlisie Dem.), of Kentucky—I want to 
ask if the Democrats inthe Senate and the 
House did not vote for that proposition because 
it came lu the form of a substitute for another 
proposition still more objectionable to them? 

Mr. Garficld—The gentieman is quite mis- 
taken. ‘The original bill was introduced by Sen- 
ator Powell, of Kentucky.

Mr. Garfield—-I think not, sir. That is not 
the element of revolution that I have been dis- 
cussing. The proposition now is, that fourteen 
years have passed since the War, and not one 
petition from any American citizen has come to 
us asking that the law be renealed: not one 
memorial has found its Way to our desks com- 

jlaining of the law; and now the Democratic 
. of Representatives bold that, if they are 
not permitted to force on another House and the 
Executive, agailist their will and their consent, 
the repeal of a law that the Democrats made, 
it shall be a sufficient ground for starving this 
Government, That is the proposition we are 
here debating. 

Mr. Wood (Dem.), of New York—Before the 
geatleman leaves that part of the discussion, 
I desire to ask him whether he wishes to 
make the impression on this House that the 
bill introduced by Senator Powell, of Ken- 
tucky, which resulted finally in the law of 1865, 
was the bill that passed the Senate and the 
House which he stated that the present Speaker 
of the House aud myself votea in favor of! 

Mr. Garfleld—I have not intimated that there 
were no amendments. There were amend- 
meuts. 

Mr. Wood—I want to correct the impression. 
Ideny that, so far as I am personally con- 
cerned, lever voted for the bill, except as a 
substitute for a more pernicious and objection- 
able measure. [Applause on the Democratic 
side. | 

Mr. Garficld—All I say is a matter of record; 
what I say is, that the gentleman voted for that 
law, and every Democrat in the Senate and in 
the House who voted at all voted for it. 

Mr Wood—I want to ask the gentleman 
whether, in 1868, at the time of the passing of 
this law, the War had really yet subsided;— 
whether there was not a portion of this coun- 
try in a condition where it was impossible to 
exercise an elective franchise unless there 
was some kind of military interference; 
and whether, at the expiration of fourteen years 
after the War has subsided, that gentleman is 
yet prepared to continue a war-measure iu a 
time of profound peace in the country? 

GOING BACK TO 1860, 


Mr. Garfield—I have no doubt that the patri- 
otic gentleman from New York took all those 
things into consideration when he voted 
for that bill, and I may have been un- 
patriotic in voting against it; but he and I 
must stand on our record as made up. Let it 
be understood that Ihave not at all entered 
into the discussion of the merits of the case. I 
am discussing a method of revolution against 
the Coustitution of the United States. I desire 
to ask the forbearance of the gentlemen on the 
other side for remarks that I dislike to make, 
for they will bear witness that 1 bave in many 
ways shown my desire that the wounds 
of the War shall be bealed, and that 
the grass that God plants over the 
graves of our dead may signalize the return of 
the spring of friendship and peace between all 
parts of this country. But I am compelled dy 
the necessitv of the situation to refer for a mo- 
ment to a chapter of history. ‘The last act of 
the Democratic administration in this House, 
eighteen years ago, was stirring and dramatic, 
but it was hervic and high-souled. Then the 
Democratic party said: If vou elect your man 
as President of the United Statos we will shoot 
your Union to death“; aud the People of 
this country, not willing to be coerced, but be- 
lieving that they had a right to vote for Abra- 
ham Lincoln if they chose, did elect him law- 
fully President; aud then your leaders in con- 
trol of the majority of the other wing of this 
Capitol did the heroic thing of withdrawing 
from their seats, and your Representatives 
withdrew from their seats and flung 
dewn to us the gage of mortal battle. 
We called it Rebellion; but we admitted 
that it was honorable, that it was courageous, 
and that it was noble to give us the fell gage of 
battle and tight it out in the open field. That 
conflict and what followed we all know too weil; 
and to-day, aiter eighteen years, the book of 
your domination is opened where you turned 
dowe your leaves in 1560, and you are sigualiz- 
ing your return to power by reading the second 
chapter (not this time an heroic one), that de- 
clares that, if we do not let you dash a 
statute out of the book, vou will net sboot 
the Union to death, as in the first chapter, but 
starve it to death by refusing the necessary ap- 
propriations. [Applause on the Republican 
side.| You, gentlemen, baveitin your power 
to kill this movement; you have it in your 
power, by withholding these two bills, to smite 
the nerve-centres of our Constitution to the 
stillness of death; and you have declared your 
purpose to do it if you cannot break down the 
elements of free consent that up to this time 
have always ruled in the Government,

Gentlemen |addressing the Democratic side of 
the House}, we have tried to count the cost. We 
did try to count it in 1861 before we picked up 
the gage of battle; and although nb man could 
then forecast the awful loss in blood and treas- 
ure, yet, having started in, we staid there to 
victory. We simply made the -appeal to our 
sovercign, to that great, onihipatems Public 
Opinion in America, to determine whether 
the Union should be shot to death. And now, 
lawfuily,in our richt and in our right place 
here, we pick up the gage of battle which you 
have thrown down, and will appeal to our com- 
mon sovereign to say whether you shal! break 
down the principle of free consent in legislation 
at the price of starving the Government to death. 
We are ready to pass these bills for the support 
of the Government at any bour when you will 
offer them in the ordinary wav; and, if you offer 
these @ther measures as separate measures, we 
will meet you in the spirit of fair and fraternal 
debate. But you shall not compel us—you 
shall not coerce us—eyen to save this Govern- 
ment until the question has gone to the sover- 
eign to determine whether it will consent to 
break down any of its voluntary powers. 


And on that ground, gentlemen; we plant 


ourselves. [Loud applause on the Repub- 
lican side and in the galleries.) We remind 
you, in conclusion, that this great zeal of yours 
in regard to keeping the officers of the Govern- 
ment out of the States has not been always 
yours. Iremember that only six vears before 
the War your law authorized Marshals of the 
United States to go through all our house- 
holds and hunt for fugitive slaves. 
It did not only that, but it empowered 
Marshals to call for posse-comitatus and to 
call upon all the bystanders to join in the chase; 
and your Democratic Attorney-General! declared, 
in an opinion in 1854, that a Marshal of the 
United States might call to his aid the whole 
posse, including soldier#, and sailors, and ma- 
rines of the United States, to join in the chase 
and to hunt down the fugitive. Now, fellow- 
members of the House, if, tor the purpose of 
making Slavery eternal, you could send your 
Marshats and could summon posses and used 
the armed forces of the United States, by 
what face or grace can you tell us that, in order 
to procure freedom in elections and peace at the 
polls, you cannot use the same Marshal with his 
armed posse? But | refrain from discussing 
the merits of the proposition. I have tried, in 
this hurried and unsatisfact ry way, to give my 
ground of opposition to this legislation.

TRAGEDY AT TEXARKANA, 
Dispatch to St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 

TEXARKANA, Ark., March 29.—Col. Thomas 
A. Hanks was shot by Conductor Samuel Craw- 
ley, this afternoon about 4 o’clock, in front of 
the office of Justice 8. D. Lary, on Broad street. 
Hanks and Crawley were in the summer-house 
attached to Russell & Woodford’s saloon, and 
each got a glassof beer. They were talking 
about aring that Hanks had loaned Crawley, 
which he wished returned, and which Crawley 
was either unable or unwilling to give back. 
During the quarrel Hanks drew a knife with 
open blade, when a gentleman named Mayher 
interposed, saying they were all friends,and there 
was no use having guy difficulty. By such concil- 
iatory talk Mayher succeeded im getting the knife, 
closing it, and returning it to Hanks, who put 
it in his pocket. Afteralittle more conversa- 
tion, Hanks left the saloon in a passion, saying 
he did not care a damn if he was fined, he'd fix 
himself and then he would fix Crawley. An 
hour or two afterwards Hanks entered tne sa- 
loon, when Crawley, who had remained, went 
out of the back door aud passed through the 
hall of the house, returning after Hanks went 
out. Hanks, on entering the saloon, asked Mr. 
Russell to lend him the gun he killed the deer 
with, as he wanted to kill that fellow. Russell 
told bim that the gun wes a breech-loader and 
he had no cartridges. Hanks then left. Craw- 
ley asked Russell the subject of the conversa- 
tion, and was told. At this moment Col. 
Woodford, Deputy Sheriff, told Crawley he 
had better go to ’Squire Lary’s office to keep 
out of the way. At this point a contra- 
diction occurs, some witnesses interviewed say- 
ing Hanks was at the oflice as a witness, while 
others, among them Col. Woodford, say Hanks 
came after his arrival and took a seat inside, 
while Crawley sat outside. After remaining a 
short time Hanks started away from the office. 
He had searcely got outside of the door when 
the shooting commenced. Crawley shot as he 
was standing, and then a second time as he fell. 
The only witness who was present at the time 
of the shooting refuses to saw how it com- 
menced until summoned on the stand. He says, 
however, Gentlemen, it was done mighty 
quick.“ Crawley immediately gave himselt up, 
saying it was ip self«lefense, as the man had 
threatened to kill him on sight. In justice to 
the prisoner, his statement as given your re- 
porter is furnished: 

Mr. Hanks pawned me a ring for 8% about 
Feb. 24, to be redeemed on sight in Texarkana. 
This he did not do, but this afternoon he asked 
me for it, and I told him I would get it for bim 
in a few minutes. He told mel was a Nar and 
could not get it for him, as | had given it away, 
and then pulled out his knife and opened it. 
Mr. Mayher, who was present, took the knife 
from Hanks, who then leit the saloon, saying 
he would fix himself and kill me on sight. 1 
told him I did not want any trouble. I remain- 
ed in the saloon, and as I saw Hanks returning 
I went out of the Uack door to keep away from 
him. Alter he had gone away, I came back and 
asked Billy Russell what Hanks wanted, and he 
replied be tried to borrow the gun Russell had 
killed a deer with. After that, all was a blank.“ 

Hanks was shot through the abdomen, one 
ball apparentiv penetrating the stomach; he is 
mortally wounded, -and will not survive the 
night. He was formerly an influential politician 
of Northern Arkansas, having served two terms 
as Sevator. He was a candidate for County 
Sheriff last year on the Greenback ticket, but 
was badly beaten, and helping materially to de- 
feat the whole ticket. He has lately been keep- 
ing a saloon in partnership with John O' Don- 
nell, who was killed last January. Crawley is 
one of the oldest freight conductors on the 
Texas & Pacific Railway, and is one of the most 
faithfulemployer, He has nearly the whole 
town on his side. Both parties were sober dur- 
ing and before the fracas. They are also long- 
time residents of Texarkana, each having a 
family. Crawley is in close confinement, await- 
ing the result of Hanks’ injuries.

CALIFORNIA GULCH. 


The State of Society There Among 
the Fifty-Niners. 


Bough-Town and Its Peculiarities— 
Life in the Gold Diggings. 


Some Short Biographical Sketches--- 
How to Name a Town. 


The Old Era and the New. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

LEADVILLE, Col., March 26.—Up in California 
Gulch, not far from where the Harrison works 
belch forth their black smoke and streams of 
red molten ore, gtands a cluster of tumble-down 
log cabins. The marks of age are visible upon 
them,—moss-growo roofs, cracked and decayed 
timbers, and doors sthined and weather-beaten, 
and perforated with bullet holes. How did they 
come there! Who built them! And when were 


they put together! There are not hbalf-a-dozen : 


men in Leadville to-day, out of its thousands of 
inhabitants, wha can relate the strange history 
of these old-time relies. George Henderson cat, 
and go can Gov. Tabor. They came to the place 
that is now known as Leadville away back in 
59, and have stayed here ever since. There 
were plenty of other men who came here with 
them, but where dre they now! Scattered 
broadcast over the great West, some poorer 
than they were then, some rien, some gone back 
to “America” disgusted with the lottery ol 
mining, and many who died in their boots here 
and there. 

In 1860 California Gulch was a beebive. You 
never would think so to look at it now. Why, 
there is nothing at all to see except the black 
road winding along through the snow, the pine- 
covered hills on either side, and the great piles 
of stones in the bed of the creek washed clean 
by the sluices. For a distance of three miles the 
bottom of the gulch presents the same appear- 
ance, and the heaps of rounded boulders bear 
witness to the 

VAST AMOUNT OF LABOR 
that must been expended by the gold-hunters of 
those early days. One company alone took out 
$80,000 worth of gold during the season of 1861, 
audi it is easy to imagine what a quantity of dirt 
hail to be shoveled to produce that result. And 
the rudest kind of machinery, too, was usead,— 
nothing to be compared with the huge engines 
and complicated system of workings in vogue 


nowadays in the silver diggings. Nobody had 
any capital then, and as fast as they made 
a few hundreds they spent it in carousals. 
The present City of Leadville is often 
called Silab-town, because most of its 
houses are built of pine slabs with the 
bark on; so witha similar propricty the old 
settlemert was knoun as Boughb-town. Meu in 
those days were ip too much of a hurr to even 
build houses to live in; they contented them- 
selves generally with erecting four posts and 
covering the top and sides with green pine 
boughs. Among other curiosities of architect- 
ure at that time Wasa great gambling saloon 
150 feet long and 75 fee. wide, made out of 
boughs: This wasin the summer ot 1861. Of 
course it is understood bv the readers that 
guich-mining can only be carried en in the sum- 
mer; the snow and ice effectually prevent work 
during at least six months of the year. Hence 
it was customary in those days for the people to 


work their claims during the season, and then to 


go down to Denver ip the fall, leaving the camp 
deserted, or nearly 80, until time to cOminence 
operations again. Therefore bough-houses were 
sufficient.

One day 
a stranger came riding along ata rapid gallop, 
splashing the mud in every direction, but he 


was unceremoniously halted by a rough-looking 


customer on the sidewalk, who covered him 
with bis revolver, and said: 

‘+ Hold on there, stranger! When you go 
through this yar town, go slow so that folks kin 
take a look at you.” 

It is needless to remark that the horseman 
heeded the polite request. On bis return down 


the guich he purposely walked his horse care- 


fully through the town. As he reached the 
poitiit where he had been halted before the same 
individual drew a bead on him, saying: 

„Stranger, When you go through this yar 
camp, go as if you hed business and meant to 
go somewhar.“ 

AMONG THE WORST OF THE LOW ELEMENT 
in town were California John, who was after- 
wards killed in Montana, Charlie Dennis, a 
noted gambier, Simon Rosenfeld, alias Judas, 
and Tim McCarty, the giant. ‘they wielded a 
good deal of power and were highly respectca 
for their many qualities Of nerve and muscle. 
Money was abuudabt, as the diggings were rich 
and one man with a pan could easily wash our 
615 to 850 a dan, Ihen, too, the product did 
not have to be marketed or smelted, as is 
the case with the silver ore. The 
dust as fast as obtained would be 
deposited in a bag, and jn every store and sa- 
loon stood a pair of scalds fur weighing. When 
a miner bought a glass of whisky he handed his 
dubt-bag to the barkeeper, who weighed out tue 
required amount and handed back the remain- 
der. Gold in those days, it will be remembered, 
commanded a high premium, and while now it 
is, generally speaking, rated at $20 an ounce, it 
frequently rau up to 840 and 850 an ounce dur- 
ing the War. Mr. George Henderson tells me 
that he often washed out an ounce and a half a 
day, Fometimes two ounces. He remembers 
one pau which yielded tive ounces, but that 
was cousidered a marvel, of course. 

From 1561 tu 1865 the camp was in its glory, 
but after the latter date it began to wane. 
Fewer miners returned each summer, and in 
1568 the main street was quite deserted. Then 
foilowed ten years, during which California 
Guich was uuhecard froin by the outside World.

Deadwood has sent a large delega- 
tion of roughs, and so has Virginia City and 
Eureka; and even Texas has sent up ber choicest 
rogues and road-agents. Happily these persons 
run on their own individuality, and, if banded 
at all, are banded against one another. They 
will make plenty of trouble, and keep the 
Coroner busy; but there is hardly any fear of a 
general riot, as some people suppose.

SETTLED. 


The Compromise Between the Comstock 


Lode and the Sutro Tunnel. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., March 31.—The com- 
promise betweea the mining companies of the 
Comstock lode and the Sutro Tunnel Company 
was brought to a definite conclusion this morn- 
ing, and the papers signed by all the contract- 
ing parties. The agreement is, in effect, as fol- 
lews: The preamble recites the original agree- 
ment of March, 1866, between the Gould & Cur- 
ry and Tunnel Companies, and declares that all 
mines are interested in adjusting the differ- 
ences. Article first provides that the terms of 
the original agreement have been compiied with 
by each party; second, that the main tunnel is 
considered constructed according to the 
terms of the original agreement, but 
provides for the construction of a sub-drain 
within ninety days; third, that no water 
shali be sent through the tunnel until the end 
of ninety days, unless the sub-drain is sooner 
ready; fourth, that lateral tunnels, eight feet 
wide and seven fect high, shall be constructed, 
ove running north to a point about 200 feet cast 
of the Utah shaft, and one south toa point 
about 200 feet west of the new Overman shaft, 
the work on them to be commenced within 
ninety days, and pushed diligently; fifth, de- 
flections may be made from the regular course 
of the lateral tunnels if unfavorable Sund is 
encountered ; sixth, the mining companies agree 
to advance $70 per foot of the lateral tunnels, 
payments to be made by the 5th of each month 
on the work done in the preceding calendar 
month, and each of the companies may con- 
struct lateral tunnels along its own claim, 
being credited therefor at the same 
rate; scventh, the companies are to be 
repaid these advances by deduction of half of 
the monthly royalty on the ore reduced or sold; 
eighth, reduces the royalty from $2to 81 per 
ron on ore vielding not over $40 per ton of 2,000 
pounds; ninth, the mines lying between the 
California and the Chollar shall be considered 
drained whenever the tunnel js ready to receive 
water from the mines now connected with it, 
the mines vorth of the California and south ol 
the Chollar to be considered drained when the 
lateral tunnels reach their respective centres; 
tenth, the mining companies to make sworn re- 
turns of their are product each month, with yield 
of bullion, andl pay the charges thereon bv the 
10th of each succeeding month; eleventh, no 
mine shal! allow any other mine not included 
in the agreement to so discharge its water that 
it can be pumped into the tunnel; twelfth, pro- 
vides for the construction of an outside par- 
allel drain whenever necessary. 

Mr. Sutro calculates that the tunnel will be 
ready for use within sixty days. He estimates 
that the average daily output of ore, after the 
mines are drained, connections with the tunnel 
made, aud cross-cutting under way, will average 
3.000 tons, of which 500 tons will be of a class 
jeiding over $40 per ton. He pretends, at pres- 
ent, to make Lo estimate on the revenue likely 
to arise from the use of the tunnel for trans- 
portation, furnishing fire-wood, timber, com- 
pressed air, water for power, irrigation, mill- 
supply, etc., besides what may be realized from 
the grant of ground on either side of the tunnel. 
which will be vigorously prospected, but is of 
the opinion that it will before long aggregate a 
very large amount. 

San Francisco, March 31.—Owing to delay 
in the reception of the papers from the Yellow 
Jacket Mining Compariy the ratification of the 
Sutro Tunnel compromise was not compieted 
this morning, as reported. The delayed docu- 
ments are expected to-morrow. 

Gov. Chamberlain's Trial. 

Charleston (8S. (.) /ispatch to New York Herald, 

The Court of General Sessions met at Colum- 
bia to-day. when the case of the State vs. ex- 
Gov. Chamberlain, Kimpton. Parker, and others, 
as members of the Land Commission, was 
called. Mr. 8. M. Melton said he appeared for 
the defendant Chamberlain, who was only one 
of the defendants bound over for trial, and that 
none of the others had been arrested. Mr. 
Chamberlain, he said, had instructed him to 
ask for a continuance of the case until the next 
term of the Court on account of domestic and 
personal bereavement, one of bis sons baying 
recently died, and every member of his family, 
including himself. having been prostrated by 
the disease which had caused his son’s death. 
By consent of counsel for the people the case 
was continued, as were all other cases in which 
ex-State officials are defendants.

THE NATIONAL CHARACTER OF TO-DAY’S 
ELECTION. 

Gen. Ganrretp hit the nail squarely on 
the head when he said in his great speech on 
the Army⸗- bill: Lou said in 1861 that 
‘The doctrine of secession must be accepted, 
or we will shoot down the Government.“ 
That was an open, manly declaration. You 
say in 1879: ‘You must accept Democratic 
dictation, or we will starve out the Govern- 
ment,’ That is base, mean, cowardly.” 
This speech was delivered sqnarély in the 
face of the Confederate Brigadiefs aud their 
Northern Copperhead allies. Indirectly, it 
was a speech made to the tountry, exposing 
the Democratic hostility to the Government 
and the revolutionary tendency of that party, 
and it ought to have the widest circulation. 
It will not take many more such sledge- 


hammer blows like those pf Garrretp and 


Zacu GHANDLER to convince the South that 
the North is in earnest, aud that the old 
spirit | of 1861 will be aroused again 
if they crowd too closely. Di- 
rectly, it was a pérsonal arraign- 
ment and indictment of the Democratic 
revolutionary agitators, and it was made 


with such force and truth that it is not 


singular that both wings of the majority 
wilted before it and were glad to adjourn at 
the first available moment. It was not only 
a warning that the minority were banded 
together and unanimous ig sentiment and 
determined not to compromise, but it tore 


‘off the Democratic disguises and showed the 


real animus of the present agitation. 

The Southern Democrats, aided and en- 
couraged by the Northern Copperheads, made 
war upon the Government with the open 
and avowed intention of destroying it. 
Afer a long and bloody war they were de- 
feated. They now come tothe front under 
other disguises, and, instead of attacking 
the Government directly by force of ‘arms, 
they are assailing the very foundations upon 
which it rests. Their first assault was 
made upon the rights of citizenship 
guaranteed to a considerable portion of the 
South by the coustitutional amendments, 
and they have succeeded in so far that they 
have made a solid Democratic South by tak- 
ing away the right of free suffrage from the 
Republicans in that section. Emboldened 
by their success in this direction, they next 
set the laws at defiance and prevented them 
from being enforced by killing and kidnap- 
ping witnesses and driving; away the offieers 
of the law, and, to complete their work, 
brought such pressure to bear upon the 
courts as to thwart the administration of jus- 
tice.

LOOK OUT FOR REPEATERS. 

The practice of , repeating at elections 
is an old device of the Democrats in the 
large cities. It originated in the struggles to 
control the caucuses for electing delegates to 
nominating conventions, and subsequéntly, 
baving been cultivated, has been adopted 
for elections of officers. It cosis some 
money, but after all is found to secure more 
votes for less money per vote than any other 
illegal process. A Democratic politician of 
this city, now deceased, some years ago ex- 
plained the process by which “ repeating ” 
had been practiced in this city at several 
elections, and explained the advantages it 
possessed over any other process. 

The stuffing of | ballot-boxes was never 
considered advisable exeept under the most 
desperate circumstances. It required the 
corruption of the three Inspectors and the 
two Clerks for each precinct, and of perhaps 
several others. This was often impossible, 
and besides it admitted too many persons to 
a knowledge of the proceeding. Repeating, 
however, was much simpler, cost less money, 
accomplished better results, and was less lia- 
ble to detection. The plan was to raise first 
asum of money proportioned to the dishon- 
est vote needed. When the money was de- 
posited in the hands of a responsible person, 
the chief was notified that it was essential to 
„have the full vote of the party polled,” and 
hence special exertion was to be made to get 
the voters out. For this purpose several 
companies of picked men in each division of 
the city were enrolled, and each under 
the control of a Captain. Thus, four compa- 
nies of twenty men each in the South Divis- 
ion, six companies of twenty each in the 
West Division, and two companies of twenty 
each in the North Division, making in all 
240 men; To each of these persons would 
be assigned a name by which he would be 
registered by the organizer in at least ten 
precincts; the several gangs were assigned 
to special wards and precincts, and before 2 
o'clock in the day the 2,400 votes would be 
generally polled. Every thing was done 
orgerly, each Captain said that his men kept 
sober, and performed the work set apart for 
him to do. The cost of this operation was 
estimated at ; 1. 50 per vote, thus:

The revelations last year of the operations 
of ErR Hoizianp, who was the organizer of 
the band of repeaters at the Presidential 
election in Cincinnati, in November, 1876, 
and whose frauds elected at least two Demo- 
cratic Congressmen and amumber of Demo- 
cratic local officers, furnished a complete 
confirmation of this general statement of the 
plan and operations of ‘‘ repeating” at city 
elections: In a city like this, with nearly 
100 precincts, an expert, under the direction 
of another expert, will find full opportuni- 
ties of voting at least ten times at an elec- 
tion. The Harrison party are hungry for 
spoils, and if the long-established policy of 
repeating be not put in operation to-day, it 
will be due toa degree of purity of prin- 
ciples” for which the crowd which 
is running Harrison has never been 
distinguished before, It behgoves the 
judges of election, and the clerks, and the 
challengers, and the bystanders, at every 
precinct in this city to-day, to vigilantly 
watch those who approach the polls, and let 
no man vote who cannot give an intelligent 
account of his right to vote. Every man de- 
tected in this most infamous of all election 
frauds should be arrested on the spot and 
prosecuted into the Penitentiary.

The appointing pow- 
er is vested in the President, who holds his 
place by virtue of Union and not Confeder- 
ate votes, Secretary Suemman and the other 
members of the Cabinet and heads of De- 
purtments are the personal representatives 
of the President to the extent that the ap- 
pointing power is delegated to them. It

upon having fought in the Union army, in 
order to make places for inefficient and inex- 
perienced men whose claim for appointment 
is based upon the fact that they fought 
against the Union. It will be time enough 
to try this peculiar system of reforming the 
Civil Service when the reins of Government 
shall have been given over entirely to the 
Democrats. 

There 1s nothing in the Constitution which 
places geographical restrictions upon the 
President’s distribution of the Government 
offices, If any clerks who served in the 
Union army and are now rendering efficient 
service in the Departments have been cred- 
ited to South Carolina, or other Southern 
State where they do not live, in order to 
carry out a fiction of geographical distribu- 
tion, the proper way to remedy the matter 
is, not to remove such clerks, but to ex- 
punge the false record of residence and write 
in the true one. It would be unjust aud 
unwise enough to reward rebellion by now 


giving appointments indiscriminately to men 


who only afew years ago made war upon 
the Government; it would be still more un- 
wise and unjust not to do this at the per- 
sonal cost of other men who helped 
to defend the Government against the 
war waged against it; but it would 
be simply preposterous and unheard-of for 
the Republican party, under whose auspices 
the Government was saved, to lend itself 
through the present Administration to such 
a revolution in the Departments. That is 
the ambition of the Democratic party and 
its declared purpose, and the work must be 
left for the Democrats to do after they shall 
have assumed the full responsibility. 


THE WASHINGTON BULLDOZERS. 
The debate on the Army bill will be re- 


sumed in Congress this morning. The Dem- 
ocrats thought it wise to adjourn over two 
days for recuperation from the terrible blows 
dealt them by Gen. Ganrmro on Saturday. 
And this is only the beginning of the punish- 
ment Grey must suffer before they are done 
with the issue they have forced. If the pro- 
posed amendment to the Army law, striking 
out all authorization for the employment of 
troops to keep the peace at the polis, fur- 
nishes a text for so powerful an arraignment 
as Gen, GARFIELD made, how will the Demo- 
crats stem the torrent of public indignation 
when they come to urge the actual repeal of 
every United States statute which affords 
competent supervision or even a pretense 
of protection for the National and Con- 
gressional elections? There are conservative 
men in the country who believe that troops 
have been used for partisan purposes in 
Southern elections, and who fear they may 
be so used again; such persons may possibly 
resist the Republican arguments against the 
proposed amendment of the Army bill, and 
furnish the Democratic bulldozers comfort4e 
that extent. But how will the Democrats 
stand when they come to demand, under pen- 
alty of starving out the Government, that 
every safeguard against corruption and vio- 
lence at the polls shall be abolished, if they 
falter when their more tenable (though none 
the less vicious) position in regard to the 
Army bill is subjected to criticism ? 

The Democrats say that Gen. Ganrreny’s 
speech was a harangue and not an argu- 
ment.” If this be their reply, it is neither per- 
tinent nor convincing. That Gen. Gantib's 
speech was a powerful oratorical effort is not 
to be denied ; but his eloquence was the out- 
growth of earnest conviction, and the power 
of the effort lay mainly in the strong con- 
trasts and apt citations of facts which he was 
able to produce. What more striking, for 
instance, than that the same party which 
used the army and navy for the pursuit 
of fugitive slaves is now endeavoring 
to forbid the use of the army and navy, 
under any circumstances, for keeping the 
peace at the polls where the former slaves 
now have the constitutional right to vote ? 
What more significant than that the same 
party which sought to destroy the Govern- 
ment by force, when the latter refused to 
recognize the doctrine of Secession, should 
now seek to destroy the Government by 
starvation unless the latter shall submit to a 
new assertion of State Sovereignty ? Gen. 
GakFIELD stated these facts in an impressive 
manner; but it is the facts themselves that 
startle the Democrats when the latter are 
confronted with them. 

The Democrats in Congress are so situated 
that they cannot escape the series of scathing 
exposures which Gen. Garrrenp has merely 
begun. Their control of the House is 80 
frail that they dare not resort to the usual 
methods of the majority to shut off debate, 
and will not be able to rush through their 
legislation until the people shall have been 
thoroughly informed as to its intent and 
purpose. They dare not force the fighting, 
but must submit to a fusilade which will 
shatter them before they get through. They 
may hold their majority so as finally to pass 
the repeal measures as parts of the appro- 
priation bills, and they may go so far as to 
adjourn without voting supplies if these ap- 
propriation bills be returned to them h 
the President’s disapproval. But, before 
they shall have reached that point, the coun- 
try wili have become thoroughly aroused at 
their obstinate and vicions purpose, and 
great popular majorities will be rolled up 
against them at the next general election. 
They may hold a “ Solid South,” though the 
more inteliigent of the Southern members 
are beginning to recognize the folly of the 
issue, but they will have arrayed against 
them a Solid North,” which has no real 
sympathy with either State Sovereignty or 
dishonest elections. 

It is vain for the Democratic bulldozers in 
Washington to protest that their action; is 
not revolutionary. Their scheme is revolu- 
tionary in both substance and form. It is 
revolutionary to bring about any condition 
of things which threatens the purity of elec- 
tions, for the elective system will fail wher- 
ever frand and violence can prevail over it, 
and despotism will surely supplant freedom 
under that condition, no matter what the 
form of government may be. The Demo- 
cratic scheme is revolutionary in spirit and 
substance, therefore, because its aim is to 
promote, encourage, and condone fraud and 
violence in the National elections. But it 
is equally revolutionary in form, because it 
is proposed to work out this project by 
starving the Government into submission. 
It is revolutionary to threaten the President 


sustaining his Administration, just as it 
would be to threaten him with partisan 
impeachment or violent disposseesion if he 


should refuse to submit to the dictation of a. 


faction. The Democratic leaders have mis- 
taken the temper of the American people if 
they believe that su@h schemes will be ap- 
proved at the ballot-box. It is only neces- 
sary for the President to show the same 
courage as the Republican minority in Con- 
gress, and to assert his constitutional rights 
with the same zeal that his party in Congress 
are supporting them, in order to get this 
issue of honest versus fraudulent elections 
before the American people in such a way as 
to insure the discomfiture and defeat of the 
Democratic bulldozers. 


A DEMOCRATIC INDICTMENT. 

The New Orleans Times, one of the most 
influential Democratic papers in the South, 
in its wrath over the defeat of BLacxknunx 
for Speaker, s out in meeting and tells 
some truths which are all the more agreeable 
as well as surprising, coming from such a 
reputable Democratic source. It charges 
that while Mr. RANDALL. is affecting a prodig- 
ious appetite for economy and ‘** posing for 
all the grand and rugged virtues,” and while 
his advocates are claiming that his opposi- 
tian to the South is the product of his 
patriotism and desire for retrenchment, he 
and the majority behind him are engaged 
in running off the public money through a 
thousand little crevices and leaks, which in 
their disreputable frivolity and their abso- 
lute thievishness constitute robbery pure 
and simple.” It thus brands the Democratic 
majority in the House: 

here are steals in mileage, in stationery, in 
‘incidental expenses,’ in everything; steals in- 
numerable and indescribable. What is more, this 
stealing is, if possible, more flagrant, more exten- 
sive, and more general now than it has ever been 
before. The incoming of the Kappa gang, with 
the RANDALL system of economy and the RANDALL 
plan of reciprocity, has put an end to all large and 
liberal schemes of national improvement, but it 
has inaugurated an era of petty and contemptible 
waste and wicked and still] more contemptible rob- 
bery, which ought to consign to eternal odium 
every one engagedinit. Who can examine the 
record of the junketings, the Congressional expe- 
ditions, without indigyation? Who can look over 
the bills which the nation has to pay for Whisky. 
cigara, champagne, oOpera-glasses, photograph- 
albums, etc., etc., for the personal use of Con- 
gressmen, without overwhelming shame and won- 
der?” 

This is a very neat indictment for stealing 
and burglary practiced by the Democratic 
majority under the cover of Reform,” and 
it adds to its force that it has been framed 
so soon by a Democratic prosecutor, It sets 
forth in the indietment, as one case to the 
point, the squandering of $27,000 in the 
episode of the Bispzz-Fiyizy contest, and 
mournfully says: The amount wasted be- 
tween these squabbling place-hunters and il- 
legally and improperly expended is certainly 
not less than $15,000. It was allowed, how- 
ever, without a word of protest or apparently 
without the suspicion that protest was called 
for.” The indictment prepared by the Times 
is strong so far as it goes, but it does not go 
far enough. It should have recited that the 
salary, stationery, mileage, etc., allowed to 
Bisnkx were proper because he was elected 
to his seat, and that the salary, mileage, 
etc., allowed to Fintey were improper be- 
cause he was never elected to his seat, but 
stole it, with the consent of the Democratic 


majority. After having charged the major- 


ity with stealing and squendering the public 
money, it should have added that the South 
is the most persistent leech that has fastened 
upon the Public Treasury ; and that it is de- 
manding money for the improvement of 
private property, for the payment of 
claims growing out of the War of 
the Rebellion, for pensioning Rebels who 
fought to break down and destroy the Gov- 
ernment, and for a thousand and one other 
purposes that are clearly illegal and improper. 
It should have set forth that, if all the de- 
mands of the South are met, it will bankrupt 
the National Treasury. We have no objec- 
tion to make to its characterization of North- 
ern Democrats. They are all that is alleged 
and more too; but it does not strike us that 
the Southern Democrats are at all back ward 
in the same line of business. On the other 
hand, it would appear that most of the 
stealing done by Northern Democrats is for 
the benefit of the Rebel Brigadiers. 


Gen. GARFTELD’sS great speech in the Lower 
House of Congress on Saturday recalls the 
scenes of.1861, when, in response to the Rebel 
assault upon Fort Sumter, the North was con- 
vulsed by a great wave of patriotic indignation ; 
and this recalls Col. Ropert INGERSOLL’s speech 
before the Army Reunion at Indianapolis in 
1876. In 1861 the Rebels swore they would 
„shoot the Union to death.“ Now they swear 
they will starve it te death. Col. INGERSOLL 
drew the following vivid picture of the effect of 
the Rebel oath to “shoot the Union to death“: 


The past rises befote melikea dream. Again 
we are in the great struggie for national life. We 
hear the sounds of preparation, —the music of the 
boisterous drums,—the silver voices of heroic 
bugles. We see thousands of assemblages, and 
hear the appeals of oratore; we see the pale cheeks 
of women, and the flushed faces of men: and in 
those assemblages we see all the dead whose dust 
we have covered with flowers. We lose sight of 
them no more. We are wiih them when they en- 
list in the great army of freedom. We see them 
part with those they love. Some are walking for 
the last time in quiet woody places with the 
maidens they adore. We hear the whisperings 
and the sweet vows of eterna) love as they linger- 
ingly part forever. Others are bending over 
cradles, kiesing babies that are asleep. Some are 
receiving the blessings of old men. Some are part- 
ing with mothers who hold them and press them to 
their hearts again and again, and say nothing; and 
some are talking with wives, and endeavoring with 
brave words spoken in the old tones to drive from 
their hearts the awful fear. We see them part. We 
see the wife standing in the door, with the habe in 
her arms—standing in the sunlight sobbing—at the 
turn of the road a hand waves—she answers by 
holding high in her loving hands the child. He is 
gone, and forever. 

We see them ail as they march proudly away un- 
der the flaunting flags, keeping time to the wild 
grand music of war- marching down the streets of 
the great cities—througu the towns and across the 
prairies—down to the fields of glory, to do and to 
die for the eternal right. 

We go with them one and all. We are by their 
side vn all the gory fields—inall the hospitais of 
pa‘n—on all the weary mirches. We stand guard 
with them in the wild storm and under the quiet 
stars. Weare with them in ravines running with 
bleod—in the furrows of old fields. We are with 
them between contending hosts, unable to move, 
wild witb thirst. the life ebbing slowly away 
among the withered leaves. We see them pierced 
by balls and torn with shells in the trenches by 
forts, and in the whirlwind of the charg@ where 
men become iron, with nerves of steel. 

Weare with them in the prisons of hatred and 
famine; but human speech can never tell what 
they endured. 

We are at nome when the news comes that they 
are dead. We see the maidenin the shadow of 
her first sorrow. Wesee the silvered head of the 
old man bowed withthe last grief. 

The past rises before us, and we see four millions 
of human beings governed by the lash—we see 
them bound hand and foot—we hear the strokes of 
cruel whips--we see the hound tracking women 
through tangied swamps. We see babes sold from 
the breasts of mothers. Crueity unspeaxabie! 
Outrage infinite! 

Four million bodies in chams, —four million 
souls in fetters, All the sacred relations of wife. 
mother, father, and child trampled denenth the 
vruta! feet of might. Aud alf this was done under 
our own beautiful banner of the free. 

‘The past rises before us. We hear the roar and 
shrick of the bursting shell. The broken fettera 
fall. Taese heroes died. We look. Instead of 
slaves we see men, and women, and children. The 
wand of progress tonches the auction- block. the 
siave-pen, the whipping-post, and we see homes. 
and firesides, and school-houses, and books, and 
where all was want, and crime, and cruelty, and 
letters. we see the faces of the free. | 

These heroes are dead. They died for liberty, — 
ther died for us. They ate at rest. Ther sleep in 
the land they made free, under the flag they ren- 
dered stainless, under the solemn pines, the sad 
bemiocks. the tearful willows, and the embracing 
vines. They sleep beneath the shadows wf the 
clouds, careless alike of the sunshine or of \:torm 

each in the windowless pajace of rest. may 
r. are at peace. In the 
midst of battle. in the roar of conflict, they} found 


uu ve one sentiment for — 
cheers for the living and tears for the dead. 


Canter Harrison has neither cheers for 
the living” nor tears for the dead who 
fought forthe Union. If he cheers at all, he

When, in 1861, the Democratic party, in the 
language of Gen. GargrigzLD, tried to shoot 
the Union to death,” the loyal people of Chica- 
go swore in their wrath that the Union must 
and should be preserved.

THE IRON TRADE. 


A Condition Reported W hich Is Seemingly 
the Most Satisfactory Since the Panic. 
Speci’ Hunden to The Tribune. 3 
Crxcrynats, O., March 31.—The Gazette will 
to-morrow print reports from the iron regions of 
Ohio and adjoining States on the eondition and 
prospects of the fron trade. The statements 
are prepared by managers of the lead illg iron 
and steel mauafacturing works, blast - furuaces, 
and rollmg- mils. They ali speak of a marked 
increase in activity in all branches of the trade. 
Furnace-men and manufacturers are more 
hopeful, and give uniform testimony 
to an actual improvement in price un 
a better demand for vig-iron and 
merchant iron. One heavy manufacturer in 
Central Ohio said: The price of iron is yery 
low, but I think it is not too low compared 
with the price of other commodities and of la 
bor.

THE WATER-WORKS. 
To the Editor of Nie Tribune. 

Hr Pank, March 31. — The Board of Trustees 
some time ago voted to submit to the people—at 
the election to-day—the question whether or not a 
dissolution of the joint Ownefship of the Water- 
Works, now owned by the Village of Hyde Bark 
and the Town of Lake, should take place, 

It was hoped that some discussion of the 


‘question would take place, 60 that the pubiic 


would be enlightened on the janestion. There bas 
been, however, no agitation of the question, and 
itis feared the people are not prepared for the 
vote. 

After a careful consiftration of the question, 1 
have come to the conclusion that it is for the mate- 
rial interest of both municipalities to continue, at 
least forthe present, the copartnership.. During 
the last year new machinery has been placed in 
che joint works of sutlicient capadity to supply 
water for domestic and fire purposesito the people 
of both towns for years to come, without further 
additional outlay. It will reqhire about the same 
number of employes in the Water Department to 
run the works for Myde lark aion@ that it does 
now for both towns. The consumption of coal 
will be very little less for the one than for both 
towns. Lake now pays 60 per cent of the running 
expenses of the works, ang that has enabied Hyde 
Park the present year to save Between $4, 000 and 
$5, 000 of the receipts for water rents. 

If a dissoiution should take pine, the current 
expense of the works wil! rug the Village in debt 
anuually, and the works will for a few years be: 
come a burden upon the village. In case of a dis: 
solution Hyde Park will have to purchase the inter- 
est of Lake, or erect new works of its own, In 
either case a debt will have to be incurred by the 
Village of Hyde Park. Besides, the present in-; 
de@edness of the village is beyond the eonstitu- 
tional limita, on the basis of present valuations. | 

As the Water Works are now a source of profit to 
the village, and adequate to the wants of both 
towns, it would seem the wiser policy to let well 
enough alone, —to wait until the village debt shall 
be paid off or greatly reduced before dissolving

less than twenty farmers lost their hay, grain, 
etc., though the loss of no dweiling-houses 
from that quarter has yet been reported. 

West of Elk Point, Eric Richardson Jost a 
large amount of grain. 

ln the same neighborhood a school-house, 
with all its books and contents, was also 
burned.

The premium on carrying wheat from April 
into May touched 5c yesterday under a pressure 
to change over, or perhaps under the fear of 
such a pressure to-day, The fact may modify to 
some extent the wheat market at the opening 
of the current month, bat 
that one or two big blocks will not be 
carried longer by the parties under them unless 
the premium rises to about Me., which gives le 
above the difference between winter and sum- 
mer storage. The vrofit on carrying at that 
figure is not great, but the fact is a stumbling 
block in the way of some who would otherwise 
be buyers. They cannot see that wneat is likely 
to be worth more for shipment a month hence 
than now, in spite of the repeated assurances 
that England and France will want all the 
‘wheat we have to spare before next barvest. 
We note that some people outside, as 
at St. Louis and Toledo, are amusing 
themselves by predicting a bad break in 
prices here, As they have ample leisure to 
form an opinion, having nothing else to do, they 
ought to be able to guess correctly. 

The leading produce markets yesterday were 
more tame than usual, but with a very steady 
feeling throughout. There was not much doirg 
except in making ready for April deliveries to- 
dav, and pot so much of that kind of business 
as sometimes occurs the last business day of a 
month, TH weather was dull without being 
cold,—just bad enough to sustain the fear that 
we shall have a cold or damp spring. The ship- 
ping movement was father slow. Very little 
reference was made to the election of to-day, 
but some business was transacted that would 
probably have been left over but for the elec- 
tion. The first arrfval of canal corn this year 
came in yesterday gta boat-load of rejected. 

The demand for staple and fancy dry goods 1s 
active. Buyers aré present in liberal numbers, 
while orders by mail are pouring in from all 
quarters. In pricés there were no important 
changes, the market remaining strong for cot- 
ton goods and stéady for woolens. There was 
nothing specially new to be said of the grocery 
market. A satisfactory demand existed, and 
most staple and sidégoods were firm and 
steady. In the market for dried fruits there 
was activity and firmness. Apples were held at 
a further advance, nal peaches, prunes, anil 
blackberries were also strong. Fish remain 
quiet and steady at about former quotations. 
Prices of butter and cheese remained without 
important change, tliough neither of these 
staples displayed much firmness. Oils, paints, 
and colors were quoted as before. Coal was 
dull and weak. | 

Lumber was active and irregular under free 
offerings. Several cargocs were received from 
Michigan, and a few more are expected during 
the week. Muskegon, the port that has the 
largest quantity of lumber to ship. is still sealed 
to vessels, but the ice ig daily weakening, and 
will probably break up in afew days. The de- 
mand for wool was fair at unchanged prices. 
Broom-corn was quoted higher, with considera- 
ble doing in filling small orders. The advance 
is made in the face of reports that the Western 
farmers wilkgevote as many broad acres to 
broom-corn this season as last. and in some 
places the acreage man be increased, for this 
crop, they cfaim, pays as well as anything. 
Seeds were rather quiet and steady, timothy 
being the most active variety. The demand for 
hay was fair at unaltered prices. Poultry was 
firm, and game and eggs steady.

WANTS IT ALL. 

Fora number-of years past Mr. Godfrey Me- 
Donald has been the General Western Foreign 
Freight Agent ot the Michigan Ceniral and 
Great Western Railroads, and it is generally 
conceded that be has no superior in this line of 
business. Shortly after the purchase of the 
Michigan Central by Vanderbilt it became ap- 
parent that Vanderbilt was not friendly towards 
Mr. McDonald, undoubtedly because he is a 
warm personal friend of Mr. Broughton, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Great Western Railroad, 
and Vanderbilt does not desire any men who 
are not servile to himself alone. The first move 
against Mr. McDonald was made about u vear 
ago, when Vanderbilt decreed that the foreign 
business over his roads should be done ex- 
clusively by ‘the Merchants’ Dispatch, of 
which Mr. John Crampton was tnen the Chieago 
agent. The object was to legislate Mr. McDon- 
ald out of office, and put the business in charge 
of aman who would give as littie business as 
possible to the Great Western, but have the 
bulk of it consigned via the Canada Southern. 
The Manager of the Great Western protested 
against the action, and succeeded for the time 
being in having Mr. McDonald retained as West- 
ern Genera! Foreign Freight Agent of the Mer- 
chants’ Dispatch, and Mr. Crampton had to be 
satisfied with the position of assistant. Ever 
since Mr. McDonald has labored hard to work 
up the foreign freight business of the Merchants’ 
Dispatch, and succeeded quite well, yet Vander- 
Was not satisfied, and yesterday 
orders were received by Mr. Me- 
Donald from Vanderbilt to turn over 
his office to Mr. John Crampton this morning, 
and Mr. McDonald of course will ¢omply. Mr. 
McDonald will remain in this city as the Gen- 
eral Western Freight Agent of the Great West- 
ern Railway of Canada, with which road he 
has a five years’cgptract He says he will make 
it warm for Vaierbilt as soon as navigation 
opens, and if chat gentleman thinks he has now 
the bulge ou the foreign business he will find 
himself mistaken beiore long.. It becomes more 
evidentevery day that there will be a serious 


war between the Great Western and the Grand, 
Trunk of Canada on the one hand and the Van-’ 


derbilt roads op the other during the coming 
summer, and the Canada roads will be in a 
condition to give Vanderbilt all the fight 
he wants. Ihe Great Western will have an ex- 
cellent. outl¢t to Milwaukee via the Detroit & 
Miwaukee Road, and it contemplates putting 
on some steamers to run between. this city and 
Grand Rapids to connect with the Detroit & 
Milwaukee. The Grand Trunk has leased some 
233 or eighteen first-class steamers from the 
Northern Transportation Company, which will 
run in connection with its road between this 
city and Sarnia. The Canada roads will, no 
doubt, be aided by the Eric, which will be used 
by them 4s their Eastern outlet. The managers 
of the Erie & North Shore Dispatch also com- 
plain that Vanderbilt is badly discriminating 
against them, and that the business is being di- 
rected to the exclusively Vanderbilt lines. 
A LOW FIGURE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune P 

Foxp pu Lac, Wis., March 8].—The whole 
city is indignant over the sale by the Common 
Council of $10,000 worth of. Northwestern 
Union Railroad stock held by the city for four 
cents on a dollar. The city voted $75,000 in 
bonds to aid in building the air-line Northwest- 
ern Union Railroad to Milwaukee. The Chicago & 
Northwestern Company built the road, and gave 
railroad stock for these city bonds dollar for 
dollar; consequently the city owned $75,000 of 
this stock. The contract was that the air- 
line should remain a separate competing 
line between Fond du Lac and Milwaukee 
for ten years. This it does in name only, Six 
of those ten years have passed, and when the 
remhining four expire, and the two roads con- 
soMMate in name as well as practice, ag they 
would, these bonds would be worth as much as 
any Northwestern common stock, for they then 
would in fact be Northwestero common steck. 

The attorney of a heavy holder ot Northwest- 
ern stock in this city secured the signature of 
the Mayor to a call for a special 
meeting Saturday night of the Coun- 
cil, and eleven Aidermen, barely a 
quorum, met and appointed a committee to 
sell $10,000 of Northwestern Union Rallroad 
stock to T. F. Strong, Sr., and before 9 ofclock 
the stock bad been delivered and paid for. For 


some purpose the Northwestern folks havé been 


buying up at such figures ag they could get all 
the stock beld along the ling of the Air Line or 
Northwestern Union Road; and now habe be- 
gun on Fond du Lac, the terminus. | 

The siv manner io which it Was done excites 
both suspicion and indignation, and it is proba- 
ble the remainder of the sto¢dk cannot be setured 
without paving a good pric@. It the stock was 
not valuable the Northwestern folks would not 
purchase it. Mr. Strong is the agent, probably, 


of Chicago parties.

Mr. H. E. Sargent, General Manager of the 


Northern Pacific Railroad, who is just now in 


this city, received a dispatch yesterday from 
Bismarck, D. T., forming him that the ice in 
the Missouri River at that point commenced to 
move yesterday, and that no damage had thus 
far been done to the shipping, nor is there any 
trouble anticipated, all the vessels „ safely 
harbored. Mr Sargent also states that the 
emigration to points along the Northern Pa- 
eile is unusually beavy. 


The yard lumber-dealers met yesterday at the 
Lumberman’s Exchange, and appointed a com- 
mittee of six to confer with the freight agents 
of the Southwestern trunk lines in regard to 
the present freight discrimination against the 
Chicago shippers: Messrs. G. Carpenter, 8. K 
Martin, T. Dean, D. W. Harvey, 8. R. Howell, 
and W. 4. Fuller. At the meeting of the 
pooled lines to be held here on the 8th the 
lumber-dealers intend to present their case, and 
hope to get a reduction that will enable them to 
compete more successfully in the Southwest 
with the river manufacturers, 


Reports come from Southwestern points that 
the roads from those points do not maintaip the 
tariff rates, and that serious trouble is abtici- 
pated on this account.

Ane, the rate from Terre Hante to Indianapolis 
béeing five cents per 100 pounds, which makes the 
rate 16 cents from Indianapolis, while the published 
tariff rate is 18 cents. The White Line, or Mer- 
cliants’ Dispatch, is reported to; be slasMing rates 
by billing out freights as ocean business, and then 
taking up the dills when the freight reaches New 
York. Such work Keeps shippers uneasy, espe- 
cially the smaller shippers. who are constantlyc on- 
tending that their competitors get lower rates.

teachings of the Holy Scriptures: that Christ died 
for sinners, i.e, in their stgad, and that they 
might not die. With Dr. Bushnell, such a sub- 
stitution of Christ as this required would be in- 
justice, and not justice, and revolting to the best 
feelings of humanity. According to Dr. Bush- 
nell, Christ dia nothing more than His duty. He 
did not come to die, but, being here, He died. 
His sufferings and death did make Him 
a moral power, but, according to Dr. 
Bushnell, ail that God wanted of a 


sinner was the cessation of his sin. Examining 
his definition of the words ‘‘ vicarious sacrifice,” 
the reviewer found nothing inconsistent with the 
Methodist definition. The divergence came in the 
application of his definition. ceording to Dr. 

ushnell. love was vicarious sacrifice, but this led 
to the doctrine of the Church and the Scriptures 
rather than to his own. Christ's suffering and 
death were the result of infinite love; not the 
means of its securing. 

The reviewer next considered the quotation from 
Isaiah, liii., which, according to Dr. Bushnell, was 
a sort of stock chapter“ for everything on the sub- 
ject. of vicarious sacrifice. Accordi also, to 
Ur. Bushnell, Christ bore our infirmities in the 
sympathetic sense, he basing this claim on a quo- 
tation from St. Matthew. Dr, Clendenning ad- 
mitied this, but he admitted much more, —that He 
bore them so deeply on Ulis feeling that He bore them 
in His body. Dr. Bushnell did not explain how he 
had discovered that Christ was under obligation to 
sinners; and yet his assertion was that He merely 
did His duty. The reviewer stated Dr, Bushnell’s 
live propositions in Part III. of his work, and dis- 
puted their correctness at some length, His logic 
was faulty. and on his wrong foundation he had 
built up a false superstructure, foremg and strain- 
ing the meaning of words in his effort to build up his 
morai influence theory. In conclusion, the re- 
viewer said he found no work on theology in which 
there was a greater admixture of truth and error. 
of reason and sophistry. It was not a work, in 
his opinion, for a Christian minister to send out to 
the world; and as for the lately‘received state- 
ment that Dr. Bushnell’s second Work was an im- 
portant modification of hid first, the reviewer had 
failed to find a change in a single pogitian taken by 
the author. 

Dr. Thomas said be had been asked at a former 
meeting to deny that Dr. Bushnell had recanted 
his first teachings. The oniy statement he could 
make at that time was that he understood that Dr. 
Bushnell had modified some portions of his former 
work. Since then he had received a reply to a let- 
ter of inquiry he bad sent to a pastor of a Hartford 
Ghurch, which repiy had been pablished. Ile did 
not quite understand, however, how it was that 
Dr. McCgeeney made the statement be did that Dr. 
Bushnell did recant his former teaphings. 

The Rev. Mr. Parkhurst remarked that the state- 
ment had been made in the religions papers, and 
was a matter of common impression long before 
Dr. McChesney made his statement. 

Dr. Thomas replied that the answer of the Hart- 
ford minister was to the effect that there was no 
foundation for the assertion that Dr, Bushnell had 
recanted, unless it might be in the introduction to 
the second book, and this was no foundation at all. 

Dr. McChesney said he had seen the assertion 
some years ago ina religious paper. Others testi- 
fied that they had seen it; and only the other day 
Dr. Hibbard came in and said it was the common 
impression where he hved that Dr. Bushbnel! did 
recant his former opinions. It was very singular 
that, if this assertion was a misrepresenation— 
and it was a matter of talk in the author's life 
that be did not deny it and contradiet it. The ad- 
vertisement fo the second book supported the as- 
sertion, ana the introduction was equally the same 
way, as were also several passages which he pro- 
ceeded to quote. 

Dr. Thomas said he did not appear as a defender 
of Dr. Bushnell. but he believed in treating a 
man’s works in a fair, truthfal way—especially 
when that man was dead. Looking at the intro- 
duction to the second work. Dé. Thomas found 
the statement: ‘‘I recant noone of my denials. 
only undertake to fill the vacant spaces made by 
them with better material.“ According to nis own 
book, there was no foundation inthe facts of the 
case for the assertion regarding a recantation, 
whatever might be the impressions of Dr. Hib- 
bard or any one else. ‘ 

The Rev. Dr. Clendenning gaid he had carefv)- 
ly compared the two boss and had failed to find 
any real change of views. He was, therefore, 
prepared to agree with Dr. Thomas on this point. 

Dr. Hatfield didn't think the assertion that Dr. 
Bushne!! had recanted or regretted his first pablica- 
tion was of much matter, for it was a most com- 
mon thing to find errors of this sort,—to hear it 
said that such a man in his last days recantea 
something he nad previously said. He regarded 
Bushneli’s doctrine, however, as an emascuiatea 
one, in which there was ho life, and which was 
contrary to tne doctrines of the Bible. 

Dr. McCnesney insisted that the advertisement 
and introduction to the book supported the view 
that there had been a recantation, and challenged 
anybody to find anything in the first book like cer- 
tain passages which occurred in the second, and 
which he proceeded to read. 

Dr. Thomas admitted that there was a modifica- 
tion in the second book, and added thatif Dr. Me- 
Chesney had used that term instead of saving that 
Dr. Bushnell repented of haying written his for- 
mer book and hoped to live long enough to updo 
the harm it had done, everybody woald have been 
prepared to agree with him. 

The subject was further discussed at some 
length, Dr. Thomas taking the ground that there 
was no medlam ground between the moral-infla- 
ence theory and the Calvinistic idea; Dr. McChes- 
nev remarking that he had never been called to ac- 
count during his ministry for his use of words in 
the pulpit; and Dr. Hatfield disagreeing with Dr. 
Thomas inthe statement that there was no middle 
ground, 

The Rev. 8. H. Adams thought there ought to be 
more cluseness regarding definitions, and went on 
to say that the docirine of impnied righteousness 
and imputed guilt was taucht by Wesley. 

Dr. Thomas also thought that the terms used 
ought to be more closely defined, and proceeded to 
explain what he understood by Dr. Bushnell’s the- 
ory, namely: that the atonement broke the sinner's 
hard hetirt, and this brought him in sabjection to 
Christ; that it was as if God should say to the sin- 
ner. Iwill take you home, as though you had 
never sinned, and notasif I had had in any sense 
some one to pay the penalty I will take you back 
if you repent.“ In short, what Dr. Bushnell taught 
wak in opposition to the oid commereial idea of the 
atonement. 

The Rev. Mr. Clendenning said he would repu- 
diate the atonement before he would accept the 
doctrine of imputed guilt. 

The Rev. Mr. Adams insisted that this doctrine 
had been taught by Wesley. 

Dr. Thomas remarked that they seemed to be 
rather mixed, and he would leave them eo. 

he Rev. Mr. Parkhurst denied that there was 
any confusion as to what did constitute Methodist 
doctrine, i added that there did seem to be a

Dr. Thomas agreed with the suggestion, but the 
Rev. Mr Williamson evidently voiced the feelings 
of the majority when he said, ‘*Let us havea 
clear, concise statement Of our doctrine on this 
point, and then let a man preach it or preach 
where he belongs. 

It was finally settled that the Rev. Mr. Adams 
should prepare such a statement to be read in two 
weeks. ‘The order of the day for next Monday was 
announced to be a paper from the Rev, Dr. Hat 
field on The Doctrine of the Witness of the 
Spirit.“

RECKLESS DRIVING. 
THE SCOTT-OOCHRANE CASE. 

At the County Hospital yesterday afternoon 
Deputy-Coroner Sawyer held an inquest upon the 
body of Thomas Cochrane, the victim of the acci- 
dent at the corner of Madison and Clinton streets 
Sunday afternoon. A jury was gotten together 
comprising Messrs. D. Worthington. foreman; 
James Gillespie, W. W. Hurd, J. W. Jeffrey, 
Charles Ahrens, L. C. Stebbins, II. G. Raymond, 
Joseph Knight, P. H. Richardson, H. H. Stoddard, 
M. H. Reily, and W. Wisswell. 

Michael Casey, No. 144 West Adams street, was 
the first witness called. He knew Thomas Coch- 
rane; did not witness the accident, but saw the 
body carried into adrug-store in the vicinity of 
the Gault House. On Sunday afternoon about 4 
o'clock saw a buggy driven pretty lively around 
the northeast corner of Clinton and Madison, near 
the Gauit House; two men were in the buggy; 
couldn’t recognize them; immediately after the 
buggy bad passed saw aman lying on the road: a 
crowd gathered aud picked the man up, who 
turned out to be Thomas Cochrane; deccased was 
not regularly employed by Milligan & Heath; had 
been in the habit of dripking. oot lately had led a 
temperate life; the furious pace at which the bug- 
gy was driven arre Witness’ attention. 

Dr. Oliver F. Teed, 930 Lake street, testified 
that at about 4 o'clock on Sunday afternoon he saw 
deceased lyibg in front of the drug-store into 
which he was conveyed; upon examination found 
a bruise upon the month, a e black spot was 
found on the right side, three ribs on the right 
side were broken; deceased was unconscious and 
bleeding at the moutn and nose profasely. In the 
opinion of the witness death resulted from interna! 
hemborrhage; couid not ca whether or not in-

Dr. J. L. Sawyer, House iu in Cook Coun- 
ty Nospith), corrovorated the testimony of pre- 
vious witness regarding the natere of injuries;

DAVIv M. HIGGs, 
Sand 4 West Jackson street, swore that while 
standing on the corner of Madison aod Clinton 
streets he saw deceased crossing the street in the 
direction of the Gault House, and at the same 
time saw a buggy with two men guoing west up 
Madison: the buggy seemed to be going very fast; 
called Loon oui old mao,” but deceased did 
not hear; seemed to act as if he 
were deaf; the old man was struck 
either by the ehaft of the buggy or by the shoulder 
of the horse, ana deceased turned aimost & com- 
plete somersault, faliing nuderueath the horse, the 
wheels of the vehicie going over i man, the bug- 
gy was slacked up fora second or two; the driver 
looked back and immediately let his horse out 
without making any inquiry; witness never Saw 
the two occupants of the Qaggy before, but recog- 
pized them now; deceased was walking across the 
street with his hands behind him; witness helped 
to pick the body up: there was nosme!! of liquor 
about deceased; don’t think the occupants of the 
buggy saw deceased before they run bim over; de- 
ceased could not have crossgd the street without 
being knocked down, but cou!d have retreated had 
he peard tne shout of witness. 

John McDonaldy veterinary surgeon, swore that 
he witnessed the accident, and recognized Mr. 
Scott in the buggy; had hnown the horse for about 
seven years: the animal was fractions, and took the 
bit very hard, it would have been a difficult matter 
to have stopped the animal, necause it lost its feet 
immediately before the accident, and, by experi- 
ence, witness said when the horse did soit was ®& 
hard matterto bring him down; the buggy, he 
thought, was going at about five or six miles an 
hour. 

The next witness, J. H. Wilson, did not think 
the horse was going more than four or five miles 
an hour: the buggy was not going at an unusual 
pace in his opinion. 

A juror remarked that, if the speed was only 
four or five miles an hour the driver ought to have 
been able to draw bis horse up in time to prevent 
an accident. 


CORNELIUS M’ KINZIE, 
108 Madison street; a hatter, one of the occupants 
of the buggy, testified that Mr. Scott was driving, 
but did not appear to sec the man; when just upon 
the aeceased witness seized the reins and tried to 
stop the horse, but couldn't do it: after having 


one about three blocks stopped and locked back, 


ut didn’t think the man wus hurt. so drove on, 
and thought no more about the affair until yvester- 
dav morning: the horse was a high-mettied auimal, 
but at the time of the accident was not going fast. 

Mr. James 4. Scott, hatter, No. 135 Madison 
street, was then called. Admitted the accident; 
did not see tne deceased until upon him; saw the 
horse strike him and spin him around, but did not 
imagine he was hurt; if he had known that anv- 
thing serious had occurred witness said he would 
have returned, 

THE VERDICT. 


The jury brought in the following verdict: 

We, the jury, find that the deceased came to his 
death from ini les received by being thrown to the 
ground by a horse driven by James A. Scott, and, 
while the jury cannot agree that the evidence is _suffi- 
clentto justify the hoiding of the said James A. Scott 
on a charge of criminal carelessness, vet it Is the opin- 


‘lon of the jury that there was careleseness, both on the 


part of J. A. Scott im driving faster than he should 
a hard-mouthed horse, and on the part of the deceased 
in moving slowly across a public street without exercis- 
ing due care for his ow personal safety.

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THE BOARD OF TRADE. 
° MR. W. I. SCOTT, 
of Ene, Pa., the gentleman who proposes to erect 
a new building forthe Board of Trade, arrived in 
this city yesterday, and explained to a reporter of 
Tur Trisune his plans in relation to this project. 


His intentions have already been given in part, bat 
he has now matured his plans to such an extent 
that he feels confident of success in case the Board 
closes with his offer. 

Mr. Scott owns the block bounded by Van Buren, 
Jackson. and Sherman streets and Pacific avenue. 
Hus idea is to secure the vacation of LaSalie street 
from Jagkeon to Van Buren street. thus giving a 
site about 400x200, amply sufficient for the use to 
which it is to be put. The side streets are to be 
viven an increased width, thus leaving a frontage 
of about 400x180 feet. 

On this lot he proposes to put a fine building, 
costing $600,000, and covering the entire space. 
The room aliotted for the Board will oniy be raised 
from the street enough to give a high basement for 
Ollices.

OTTAWA, March 31.—The Government feels 
keenly the criticism of the English press on the 
National policy, and the adverse expression of 
opinion in the Imperial Parliament. Something 
had to be done to provide a reply, and McKings- 
mill, at one time a Tory editor. and now an Im- 
migration Agent, recently returned from En- 
Cland, appeared before the Committee on Im- 
migration and Colonization, and. in reply to 
questions put by a Protectionist member, gave 
his opinion on the trade-relations of Great 
Britain. From the absurd statements he made, 
it would appear that three-fourths of the people 
of Great Britain are rampant Prorectionists; and 
that, instead of England being a great manufac- 
turing country, ber manufactories are all closed, 
the busy hum of thousands of looms hushed, 
her tron foundries deserted and cold. This ill- 
blown bubble was, bowever, pricked by a mem- 
ber of the Committee, who, by a series of ques- 
tions, disclosed the hollowness of the witness’ 
assertions, and his utter ignorance of the sub- 
ject. 

. The report of the Secretary of State for the 
ordinary year 1878 was laid oy the table of the 
Senate.

After a 
speech by Beujamin Eggleston upon the im- 
portance of the object for which the Convention 
had assembled, Capt. Charles W. Batchelor, of 
Pittsburg, was appointed permapeut Chairman, 
and Ward Robinson, of Cincinnati, Secretary. 
Capt. John Cowden, of Mempbis, then ad- 
dressed the Convention at some length, re- 
hearsing his experience at Washington and bis 
familiarity with the commerce of the country. 
Our river interest, he said, had diminished in- 
stead of keeping pace with other interests. In 
support of this, he said the Erie Cana! handled 
more freight in seven months than New Or- 
leans did in thirteen years; that this grew 
out of a lack of attention given to our rivers, 
and particularly the outlet of our great Western 
streams at the mouth of the @lississippi. 

Upon the conclusion of Capt. Cowden’s re- 
marks, a committee of five on rules and order 
of business was appointed, after which the Con- 
vention adjourned to meet this afternoon, when 
Capt. Cowden wiil address them at length, ex- 
hiviting plans, charts, and maps connected with 
the proposed improvements. 

At the conclusion of Capt. Cowden’s remarks 
the Convention discussed the wharfage charges. 
The opinion of delegates appeared to be that 
the charges were excessive and in some cases 
exorbitant. Adjourned sine die.
